Michigan needs approxtmatély 1,- 
600,000 tons. of coal, both hard and 
soft, according to figures issued by the 
state coal committee, which has been 
securing data from the coal dealers 
throughout the state. Comparing last 
year's receipts for ‘the’ full year and 
the amount recelved'so tar this year, 
anthracite shipments are‘short 501,000 
tons, while’on the same. basis the soft 
coal shortage is° 1,046,000 tons.
